made public hero yesterday. 


He charges 
republican lead- 
ers in Washington with failing 
to act 
courageously 
when 
the 
slump came or to take adequate 
relief measures and he laid "near- 
ly all our civic troubles'1 to gov- 
ernment's departure from Its le- 
gitimate functions. 


His notification and acceptance 
set a new low in the matter of 
expenditure. 
Senator 
Alben W. 
Barkley, temporary chairman of 
the national convention, sent him 
a 
letter 
from 
Washington, 
in 
which he praised 
the 
speaker 
highly, and Garner answered in 
another letter 
dated 
from his 
home at Uvalde, Texas. 


It has been estimated that the 
notification would cost six cents, 
but the expense was a trifle more 
because of the postage required 
to mail copies to the National 
committee, which released them 
here* 
Mr. Garner assailed the Haw- 
ley-Smoot tariff as causing a great 
decline in trade, attacked what 
he called the steady 
encroach- 
ment of the federal government 
on the rights and duties of the 
states. Regarding prohibition, he 
declared that, unlike the repub- 
lican plank, the democratic plank 
made no attempt to be equivo- 
cal.•*No other constructive

said. "Return of control and su- 
pervision to the states, where it 
rightfully belongs, should be wel- 
comed by all who realize the 
growth of the evils which fol- 
lowed placing of this power in 
the hands of the federal govern- 
ment."Alms of Government: 


Concerning the alms of gov- 
ernment, he said: 
"It is not the business of gov- 
ernment to make individuals rich, 
though too often has government 
been dent to that purpose. Nor is 
it a function of an administration 
to direct the personal affairs of 
mankind, except insofar 
as it 
places a bar against such things 
as Involve injury, loss or discom- 
fort on others. -I have ever been 
of the belief that attempting to 
enforce morals by law was as 
unjustifiable an Invasion of the 
field preemptRd by the churches 
and schools as putting the gov- 
ernment Into business w a viola- 
tion of the nation's Industrial and 
commercial fabric. 
"Government is not a pedagogue 
nor a parson nor a pied piper; 
It is merely a convenience of 
civilization by which a set of 
rules is enforced on a community 
in the interest of order and jus- 
tics."

Two Outstanding Errors. 
The speaker 
wrote that "the 
failure 
to meet the depression 
emergency courageously at its In- 
ception and the enactment of the 
Hawley-Smoot tariff in the face 
of an almost universal protest, are, 
to my mind, the most naked evi- 
dences of the failure of the re- 
publican leadership to realize its 
rseponsibilities and live up to its 
obligations.1'

IN DEFENSE OF JURIES 


The seed of jury justice, 


founded in France, nurtured 
in England, and transplant- 
ed to every continent, now 
thrives over two-thirds of 
the land area of the world. 
Employed, 
originally 
by 


King Charles of Burgundy 
to collect taxes and later by 
William the Conqueror to 
take the English census, the 
jury system has finally be- 
come, in this day, a symbol 
of justice to many men in 
many nations. 


Japan is the latest nation 


to place the jury system in 
operation. 
Although 
the 


pury law was passed by the 
Japanese 
legislature 
six 


years ago, it went into ef- 
fect only recently. It was 
necessary to rebuild the 
courtrooms before granting 
accused persons the right to 
demand trial before "twelve 
good men and true." 


Americans do not find 


trial by jury as perfect as 
the needs of justice demand, 
but the rest of the world is 
finding it better than all 
substitutes yet devised. The 
jury system has many crit- 
ics of that common species 
which has nothing to offer 
for the institution it would 
destroy. 


The faults of the jury are 


the faults of humanity. A 
jury is only as good as the 
men and women comprising 
it. The more intelligent the 
men and women in the jury 
box the nearer the scales of 
Justice balance. Where trial 
by jury breaks down it is 
because of corruption. The 
system merely r e f l e c t s 
man's imperfect workman- 
ship.

Alt communications with

outside world were cut off by. 9 
o'clock, and -all radio sets in the 
area were ordered set up to keep 
Inter-camp communication.

operators kept constant vigil by 
their sets keeping in touch with 
other outfits in their regiments 
and brigades, and receiving and 
sending out orders from the offi- 
cers in charge.

During Hurricane 


NOTE—This Is tho personal experience, 
told In his own words, of a member of 
Headquarters Battery 
who stood guard 
during 
the tropical storm that lashed 
the Gull Coast area Saturday night and 
Sunday morning.) 


BY W. 3. BOWLIN, JR. 


I was guarding the area back 


of the picket line when the storm 
that lashed the coastal are:, Sat- 
urday night struck Camp Hulen, 
I had been detailed by the first 
sergeant for guard duty early in 
the afternoon but as warnings had 
been sent out that we were due 
for a disturbance, I had been pro- 
vided with a good Army raincoat. 
This, I am sure, saved by life, for 
it would have been impossible for 
a man to have stood the lashing 
rain during the night without one. 


My guard line lay along a nar- 
row bay that forms a half circle 
around Cmp Hulen, and the rising 
of the water in the bay was one 
of the first signs, besides a fine 
blowing rain that set In about 
7:30 
Saturday night. 
From nine o'clock on the storm 


gained in velocity and by midnight, 
tht wind was so strong I had to 
cling on to a wagon twice during 
the night to keep from being 
swept into the bay. 
Directly in front of me, about 
a hundred yards away, was a hay 
stack. 
About 3 o'clock In the 
morning, I saw the stack topple 
into the bay and disappear, and 
then I realized that the water was 
much higher than 
at 
normal 


times. 
Vhere is about 18 to 20 


inch .a' 'drop from my guard line 
to the sea level, in normal times, 
but a little past midnight I was 
walking in the waters of Palacios 
Bay, the tide having come up so 
that it had reached out to my 
post. Of course I was somewhat 
uneasy at times, because it seem- 
ed every minute that the high 
wind would sweep me from my 
feet ami send me rolling through 
the water and mud to no one 
knows where. One thing sure I 
did know. If I ever lost my foot- 
Ing and got caught in the wind 
and was carried before it, I was 
due to be fish bait for the baby 
sharks that like to play around 
Tres Palacios Bay.
